from Mr A. Maurice Low, the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Boston 
Globe. In that paper today is the fol- 
lowing dispatch from that g«ntleman: 


WASHINGTON, D. C , March 1C.—It is 


understood that the naval committee 
has dealt most generously with the 
Portsmouth navy yard, »nd the navy 
yard and the naval appropriation 
bill 


will contain a clause appropriating a sum 
large enough to almost reconstruct the 
yard. Tne exact amount at this time 
cannot be determined until all the vari- 
ous sections of the h<ll are made up. 


A member of the New England dele , 


gation, ia speaking of the appropria- I "ie- 
tion. said: 


"It is hardly likely 'that any 


will bs> built there this year, but r.lie 
chancts are that construction will ba 
commenced both there and iu Boston 
next year. I realize that outside firms 
can unild ships fur the 
government

nan itself, but I believe that there 
should be some 
government yards 


which in the case of an emergency will 
be very necessary and useful. 
"la time of war, when private yards 


are busily engaged in buiLiiug war ves- 
sels, the government, yaraa caa be mak- 
ing the necessary impairs to our vessels 
which would otherwise have to betaken 
out of action or if they hail to be re- 
paired at the private yards they would 
delav she completion of new ships.

I hereby appoint Thursday, April 


19th, as Fast Day, and call upon tb.6 
people of our state to observe it in its 
true and best sense. 


When the country was in itg infancy 


and' dangers surrounded it ou every 
band,our ancestors felt the need of aprc 
tectiug and guiding power, and sought 
it priyerfully, leaving us this annual 
rite as a sacred inheritance. 
Now that 


we have attained a strong and lusty 
manhood, now that we are a vigorous, 
wealthy people, having safely passod 
the perils of our youth, we are apt to 
forget tbe strong arm upon which our 
forefathers leaned. Instead of abolish 
ing Fast Day as a worn out aud useless 
custom, I would call our paopla to a re 
newed observance and a better nppreci 
ation of the real significance of the 
day. 


I would ask that large body of mon 


who sildom, if ever, cross the threshold 
of a church, to kneel once more where 
they knelt a« children, and see if the 
church has not tome message for thvm. 
I believe that a sihgle honest attempt 
to cast off the blinding and depressing 
influences of doubt and materialism and 
to look at life onoe more through the

In polito society it is considered puch a 


serious breach of irood manners to usu a 
toothpick before others that naturally na't 
would imagine that thy use of tht-»« s;;ii!o 


t iJine :icct'Stor5os to tho table is rather Jnn- 
i ited and that tj:oir juanufacturo aiid swift 
must represent a very small industry. As 
n matter of fact, however, not millions 
but billions cf theia are annually :.sed ID 
this country. 
The .narrator, cf course, is 


i peaking now of tbosu of \vooJvn luako 
i.ud not of quill toothpicks. When tlK.ro 
is added to tho domestic use of these 
dental implements tho enormous nuscber 
thai is imported investigation discloses 
tho fact that the industry is really a vase 
one and has reached such proportions that 
at last American ingenuity has found re- 
course to tho invention of automatic ma- 
chinery for the rapid and economical pro- 
duction of these thin splinters of wood, 
for this reason the number of persons em- 
ployed in the manufacture is comparative- 
ly small. 


Ninety-five per cent of :;11 the toothpicks 


made in the United States arc formed 
from white birch timber in Franklin 
county, Me., and yet scarcely more than 
1'JO persons are employed in the industry 
!:i that state. Outside of the Pane Tres 
State the principal factories arc in Penn- 
sylvania, Massachusetts and western New 
York. 
Maploand poplar are sometimes 


used in the manufacture of American 
toothpicks, but white birch is tho standard 
timber in nil tho factories. 
Tho industry 


is a very sireplo onu. First, of course, 
copies tho work o* the foresters. 
In tho 


woods of Maine every winter there aro 
great camps of lumbermen engaged in 
felling and hauling out timber for various 
commercial uses. 
Whenever the foreman 


of a camp comes across a particularly fino 
white birch tree ho orders it cut' down 
and the main part of the trunk laid aside 
to be reserved for the toothpick factories. 
When enough logs have been obtained, 
they are sent to tho boom nearest the fac- 
tory, whence they are hauled by teams. 
That the vast supply of toothpicks comes 
from a very small quantity of timber is 
shown by. the fact that not more than 
5,000 cords of wood are usod in this indus- 
try annually. 


When the logs reach the factory, they j 


are first stripped of their bark. They ."re 
then placed on, trucks, moving on rails, 
and pushed to the automatic machines by 
which they are cut into veneers, which are 
thin strips of wood of about; the dimen- 
sions of an ordinary piece of blotting pa- 
per—that is, the strips are about as thick 
as the toothpicks are intended to, be and 
as wide as the picks will be long. Extreme 
care must be exercised in placing the logs 
in the machines so as to have the grain 
run straight in the strips. The veneers are 
fed into a machine composed of peculiarly 
shaped and rapidly revolving knives, tho 
edges of which are as sharp as they cun 
be made. This machine works automatic- 
ally and with tremendous speed and is so 
constructed that the finished picks coins 
forth sharpened at both ends at the rate of 
tens of thousands an hour. It requires on- 
ly a few weeks for the factories to turn 
out a supply sufficient to meet tho demand 
for a whole year. Then the factories aro 
shut down again, to remain nlosecJ until 
the following spring. Tho wages paid in 
American workers in this industry range 
from"§1.50 to $3.50 a day. 


Most of the toothpicks made in Maine 


come from timber that has been seasoned 
in tho open air and retain something of 
the natural sweetness of the birch and ma- 
ple aud are soft and pliable while retain- 
ing sufficient firm ness. Kiln dried wood 
is apt to result in too much brittleress, 
causing sharp splinters to break off, which 
injure the enamel of the teeth. Recently 
Pome of the American manufacturers have 
been putting up toothpicks in miniature 
barrels highly ornamented by carving or 
hand painting. 
These are turned out at 


the same factories. 


The best toothpicks mado anywhere in 


the world come from Portugal. They are 
whittled by hand from orange wood splints 
by peasant girls, the only tool used being 
an ordinary jackknifo. These picks are as 
smooth as ivory and will not break into 
splinters. They are expensive. Only one 
hotel in Philadelphia supplies them. The 
girls who malce the picks receive less than 
10 cents a day. As the duty on the foreign 
made picks is only 35 per cent they can bo 
sold hero for less than picks of similar 
quality could be manufactured in this 
country, despite the improved America': 
machinery and skilled labor. The profit 
nn American picks is almost exclusively 
on tho cheaper products. Sonioof the Por- 
tuguese picks aro highly ornamented with 
hand carving. They aro too expensive for 
ordinary commerce. Small quantities have 
been fin ported into this coyjitry on rare 
pccasinns for use at notable banquets or 
as unique specimens of handicraft. 


Xext to Portugal, Japan sends tho 


greatest supply of toothpicks to tho Unit- 
ed States. Those are made by hand from 
fino reeds. 
They, too, arc sold in close 


competition with the American product, 
owing to the cheaper labor in Japan 
Tho cases in which the Japanese picks 
are inclosed are fine specimens of skill 
with the jackknife. They aro of wood, cut 
into strips as thin and delicate as tissue 
paper, but very strong. Tho cases aro or- 
namented with hand painted Japanese 
scones and are of a size convenient to bo 
carried in tho vest pockot. The competi- 
tion between the Japanese and Portuguese 
makers on tho ono sido and American 
manufacturers on the other has become 
very keen. An importer of toothpicks 
said recently that tho Japanese picks can 
be mndo and sold in tho Amorican mar- 
ket, cases and all, for less than the cost of 
thft paper boxes that contnin the domestit- 
picks.—Philadelphia Times.

Johnson's Tavern. 


Johnson's favorite tavern was the Mi- 


tre, which lay, and still lies, between 
King's Bench walk, at the east end of 
the Temple and Fleet street. But when 
Boswell iirst made his acquaintance they 
often diued or had supper at the Turk's 
Head, a tavern in the Strand—not the 
Turk's Head in Gerard street, where the 
club met—and kept "by a good, civil wo- 
man, 
who had not much business." 


The 2oth of June, 17t>3, was the- mem- 


orable day on which Boswell first met 
Johnson at the Mitre. They had both 
been diniug at Clifton's, an eating house 
In what was then Butcher row, at the j 
back of St. Clement's church and famed j 
for its mutton chops, and they arranged 
tu meet later at the Mitre. "We had a 
good supper," says Boswoll, "and drank 
two boUles of port." This was often re- 
peated, and poor Bozzy, hon vivant as 
he was, found the doctor rather too 
much for him. 


They often sat up till 1 or 2 o'clock in 


the morning drinking port, and Boswell 
was obliged to admit that those noctes 
cojnreque even in the company of the 
gods affected his nerves for some time 
afterward. On the Gth of July he gave a 
supper at the Mitre to Johnson, Gold- 
smith. Tom D.ivies, Dr. Ogilvie and some 
others, nn which occasion the doctor ut- 
tered his memorable witticism about the 
noblest prospect which a Scotchman ever 
bees.—Black wood's.
